ness At the old stinds, The meeting
which brought about this condition of |
affuira  was a  spirited  one which

did not adjourn until midnight, A large
number of the moembers contended thas
the eamp drow the yagrants and the erim-
inal elass and that they would como and re-
main here as long as  they were fod and fur-
nished with a place to sleep, The men who
were of this opinion were in the minority,
henee the fact that the boys are “tenting on
the old eamp ground" tonight.

IDLE MEN AT ASPPEN,

Huandreds Wnlking the Straets Without
Work and Money.

Aspers, Colo, Aug, 3. —[Specinl Telegram to
Tiue Bee |—Times are becoming close here
and hundreds of men are walking the streot
out of work nnd without a cent, of money in
their pockets. Thousands of the miners in
this district took advantnge of the days and
dintes when the railronds were carrying the
men from Denvor to Missouri river points
froe of chargs.  While many of the silver
mines in the Aspen district have closed
down there are still agreat many men in the
mountaing who will suffer unless Lthey got
speedy relief,

padd i full, luss 50 cents for each day’s work.

WOULD NOT ACUEFT A CUT.

Lendville Smulter Men Refuse to Acoept
Lower Wages nnid Strike,

Dexven, Aug. 8,—A special from Lendville
says: Trouble occurred at the Arkansas
Valley smelter today when the company nn-
nounced o reduction of 10 per cent in all
wiges, to take effect ut once.  Quito a num-
ber of the men considersd this a fair propo-
gitlon,  About 400 worked, but the strike
came off and the strikers got togethor and
drove the men who were at work out of the
smelter, Quite n scrimmago onsued, stones
and clubs being generally used, but no one is
roporteéd seriously injurad, although seven
mon wore budly pounded up,

sorie of the others paid thelr faro to various
places.  No effort was made Lo care for tho
mon, and they did not ask for food or ussist-
